sixty-nine, Queen Mary today finds 
herself restored suddenly to great 
"behind-the-scenes" 
influence 
In 


shaping the new era of empire. 


During Edward's reign, deeply 


shocked by the death of her mon- 
arch-husband, George V, last 'Jan- 
uary, the stately queen went into 
retirement. 


Edward ruled alone. He seldom 


consulted her. Strong-willed, train- 
ed from boyhood to the job of 
sovereignty, he needed no emeritus 
guidance. 


But the "one man revolution" 


conducted by Prime Minister Stan- 
ley Baldwin, which swept Edward 
from the throne when he chose 
the love of Wallis Simpson instead 
of tne crown 
of 
empire, 
has 


changed all that. 


Now, with the shy, self-effacing 
"Bertie" on the throne as George 
the Sixth, with the new queen 
Elizabeth—the 
former 
"Smiling 


Duchess" of York—more famed for 
her smile and her motherhood than 
for knowledge of statecraft, it is 
likely Queen Mary may assume 
once more the role of "shadow 
empress."

Duke of Windsor, sought relaxa- 
tion In the guarded grounds of 
an Austrian castle and, as a pri- 
vate citizen, arranged to consult 
a Vienna specialist for an old ear 
affliction. 


Into the new king's promise he 


injected the phrase "At a moment 
of great personal distress." 
It 


was George VI's forty-first birth- 
day, but in the grave aftermath 
of empire crisis created by his 
brother's love for a twice-married 
American he waived all anniver- 
sary ceremony. 


His action was in keeping wit" 


a call from the Archbishop of 
Canterbury for a nation 
conse- 
crated anew to Christian sobriety. 


At Cannes, 
Wallis 
Warfield 
Simpson, the woman for whom 
Edward renounced the throne and 
all that It is linked to, was guard- 
ed with new vigilance after the 
receipt of abusive letters. She did, 
however, spend a short time In 
the bright sunshine of the garden 
at villa Lou Viei. 


Needs Renewal of Belief. 
The country needs a renewal of 


its belief in the Christian life, as- 
serted the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, in a castigatlon of former 
King Edward as a. man who "dis- 
appointed hopes 10 high 
and 
abandoned a trust so great." 


While Edward relaxed at Voes- 


lau, Austria, where he retired to 
await his, ,j«red_ding < with 
Mm. 
Wallis Warfield ,Simpson'; his broth- 
er, George VI. plunged Into his 
state duties at Buckingham Pal- 
ace. 


Today was his 41st birthday, but 
by royal command there was no 
official 
observance 
beyond 
the 


firing of the customary royal sa- 
lutes, one round for each year of 
the monarch's life—in Hyde Park 
and at the Tower of London.

LOSES BROADCAST 


INJUNCTION CASE 


SUPREME 
COURT 
ORDERS 


DISMISSAL OF LITIGATION 


IN BELLINGHAM CASE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—yP)— 
The supreme court today ordered 
dismissal of litigation in which the. 
Associated Press sought an injunc- 
tion to restrain radio .ttatton K.VOS 
of Bellingham, Wash., from broad- 
casting the press association's news. 


In an unanimous decision deliv- 


ered by Justice Roberts the court 
held that the bill 
of complaint 


should have been dismissed by the 
federal district court for Western 
Washington.' 


"The decree of the circuit court 


of appeals is reversed," tho court 
ordered "and the cause Is remand- 
ed to the district court with direc- 
tions to dismiss the bill of com- 
plaint for want of jurisdiction." 


The ninth circuit court of ap- 


peals had granted an injunction 
enjoining: broadcasting of the news 
until 18 hours after publication. 


The Associated Press, which filed 


the original action, contended tho 
station was "pirating" news dis- 
patches from the Bellingham Her- 
ald, 
the Seattle Post-Intolllprencer

-Nearly four feet of water falls 
annually on East 
Texas. One-

NEW FARM PROGRAM 


ARENOWAPPROVED 


FEW CHANGES REPORTED IN 


CROPS IN WHICH TEXAS 
PRODUCERS INTERESTED 


COLLEGE STATION, Dec. 11.— 
(Spl.)—General plans for the 1937 
Agricultural Conservation program 
have been aproved by the Secre 
tary of Agriculture after confer 
ences of representative fanners 
and Extension staff members had 
gone over the 1936 work and nig 
gested 
needed; changes. 
Cotton and wheat, peanuts and 


rice, the crops listed as soil-deplet- 
ing In which Texai is most Inter- 
ested, have been subject 
to a 


Tory few changes in the revision 
Cotton Is again rated at five 
cents a pound and the base wil 
be determined In about the same 
manner as In 1936 but with pro- 
vision for adjustments such 
as 


those indicated by measurements 
made in 1936. The maximum cot- 
ton 
acreage 
upon 
which pay- 
ments will be made for soil-con- 
serving crops is 35 per cent of 
the base. 
Peanuts have a 16 par cent limit 
and a 1.25 cent per pound pay- 
ment. 
Rio* hat a 30 cent* per hun- 


dred payment which will ba con- 
ditioned on carrying out certain 
practices or growing certain speci- 
fied soil-conserving crops or both. 


Reduction from general soil-de- 
pleting base will be approximately 
the same; with the 16 per cent 
limit still applying. 
No farm will be eligible to earn 


a payment for diversion from the 
general soil depleting base except 
upon approval of the County Con- 
servation committee. This approv- 
al must 
include the fact that 
borne consumption needs of the 
farm are taken care of before any 
diversion of acreage is made. 
Each state will have a hand- 


book giving details of the pro- 
gram as they apply to that state 
with no reference to exceptions 
applicable to other stetes. This wil! 
enormously simplify the adminis- 
tration of the program. The hand- 
book will be prepared by the State 
Conservation committee and ap- 
proved by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture. 
In issuing the new program Sec- 
retary 
Wallace 
said, 
"Despite 


drought and other handicaps, the 
majority 
of farmers 
who 
took 
part in the 1936 conservation pro- 
gram approved Its principles. Hun- 
dreds of community and county 
meetings were held at which the 
growers discussed plans for next 
year. Many suggestions for pro- 
gram Improvement and for simpli- 
fying administration were made. 
We considered all of them care- 
fully and Incorporated as many 
of them as could be well fitted in- 
to a national program for agri- 
culture. 
"The modifications are Intend- 


ed, for the most part, to adapt 
the program more closely to the 
needs of the various regions. As 
you will recall, this Is In line with 
the statement made by H. R. Tol- 
ley at the time of the 1936 Agri- 
cultural Conservation Program was 
announced. 
"For 
the 1937 program, addi- 
tional emphasis has been placed 
on soil building and more money 
will be available for soil build- 
ing practices. Such practices, to- 
gether with the shifting of acre- 
age to soil-conserving crops on 
land previously devoted to soil-de- 
pleting crops, are essential to any 
sound policy for restoring soil fer- 
tility and preventing erosion. 


"The new program should not 


only improve the soil but it also 
should protect the interests of con- 
sumers and help to preserve the 
economic gains 
which 
farmers 


have made during the past four 
years. 
"The fact that funds for the 1937 


program 
are 
not yet 
available 


should be pointed out. The congress, 
at the time the Soil Conservation 
and Domestic Allotment Act was 
passed in 1936, auhorized an an- 
nual apropriation 
of 
$50,000,000 


for carrying out a program under 
the Act. The actual appropriation 
for 1937 remains to be made, how- 
ever. The program we have draft- 
ed, therefore, is dependent upon 
the action of congress."
